whose merits are’ dverlooked in spite of the gravity of 
bis demeanour, shall not have his wonder excited by the 
fovoutaule expréssions of the statesman or the philesopher 
ve-the vaig man shall wot discover how much righi we have 
to be vainer than hinself im‘ receiving the approbation of 
the poet, or the preity, little, vellim attentions of the fair;

On Tuesday morning, about half past one o'clock, an alarming 
fire broke out in the melting house of Messrs, Mollind and son, 
chandlers, in Reeves’s Mews, in the rear of their house in 
South Audiey-street, Grosvenor square.
